Have not 
seen them yet. 
Some one found out I 


was here and I went over to see who 
it was but there were no perfojinance 
in the afternoon and all the people 
were down town.

There are more 
soldiers here than I thought were in 
the country, it is quite a sight to see 
so many tents and yet we can't see 
one tenth of them.

PIES AND CAKES 


Cut Out by Order of the Powers.to Be— 


Mothers and Friends Warned. 


Below is an order, bearing date of 


June 6th, from headquarters, touch- 
ing on pies, cake and other good 
things, which explains itself: 


Editor Times:—I wish to warn 


mothers and friends of the members 
of Co. H that they must not send 
anymore pies, cakes, canned goods, 
nor any fancy nick-nacks to the boys, 
by order of Major Semans, M. D., of 
the-Fourth O. V. I. There were 
some canned goods received by mem- 
bers of this regiment which came 
near ending the lives of several boys. 
There were one or two days in which 
the men were cut rather short in 
their rations, owing to the fact that 
ten days' rations were issued at one 
tihne, and the boys not being used to 
eating these rations as they were 
issued, they commenced by eating 
the best part at first and toward the 
last part of the ten days they ran 
short of potatoes, onions, beans and 
tomatoes, yet they still had an extra 
large supply [of 
pork, hard-tack, 


coffee and a little rice and tomatoes. 
We are also allowed fresh meat, but 
owing to the hot weather there was 
no place to keep it and it could not 
be supplied to all the regiments at 
their proper time. This has all been 
fixed now and we get meat whenever 
it is due us. Major Dr. Semans says 
the health of the men will be greatly 
improved when they quiteatingthes< 
fancy articles and eat what the best 
men of our country have decided was 
best for them. There will be no 
more boxes of such articles as namec 
above allowed to be received here 
after.

Bid Great Damage to .Proper- 
v 
ty in City • and County. 


Mrs. Conrad Westphal Struck by 


Lightning and Nearly Killed. 


The Scenes at the Hotels—Windows 


Broken, Overhead Fans Demolished 


and Trees Blown Down. 


The storm late yesterday evening 


was fierce-in its raging. The rain, 
the^hail, the wind, the thunder and 
the lightning'-played their parts in a 
way that made the people shudder. 
In breathless suspense they awaited 
its finish, its abatement. Families 
huddled^together; mothers held their 
babes and children tightly to their 
bosom and offered up prayers for pro- 
tection from the wild elements. 
It 


•was the first storm of the season and 
the people were naturally frightened. 
The thunder was heavy, discounting 
the cannonading at Santiago. 
The 


rain came down in torrents. Over six 
inches of water fell. In 
different 


parts of the city the rain changed to 
hail, the hail-stones varying in 'size 
from that of a pea to an ordinary 
hen's egg. S. L. Speelman,- of Colum- 
bus, who is visiting his .son, Al. 
Speelman, at the Safford Hotel, ,was 
struck in the face by one of the 
stones. It gashed the flesh the same 
as a knife. 


The wind for a time bordered on a 


cyclone from Kansas. 
Small trees 


were torn up by the roots and boughs 
broken from their trunks The light- 
ning was keen. Sharply it pierced 
the air and struck the earth. V 


The storm in the eastern part of 


the city was very, severe, blowing 
down fences, shade trees, 
grape 


arbors, etc. 


The large, beautiful shade tree, the 


talk and admiration of the city, 
which stood in front 'of the Catholic 
school property, on East Sixth street, 
was blown down. 
. 


The lightning struck the tall 


electric line pole at the corner of 
.Pourth and Chillicothe streets and 
following the wires into the Safford 
Hotelj demolished the overhead elec- 
tric fans. The report was like the 
explosion of a boiler, and the hotel 
.corridor was illuminated 
with 
a 


brightness that was beautiful. Guests 
run the risk of breaking' their necks 
coming down stairs. A Mr. Smith 
from Marion, who was eating siipppr, 
got a,piece of stake lodged in his 
throat from the scare and came near 
choking to death. Ralph Johnson, 
the proprietor, bumped into the side 
of one of the entrances, bruising his 
head and mashing his new summer 
hat. 
Al. Speedman actually left^the 


place in two steps. And on the dead, 
Al. Daehler, the undertaker, thinking 
of the mistakes he had covered up for 
physicians, tried to escape through 
the back way and fell through a trap 
in the opera house stage. He wasn't 
hurt at all. 


The lightning ran in on the wires 


at Seebohm's drug store,'stopping the 
electric/ans, and at the Biggs House 
it put out the electric lights and left 
the hotel in utter darkness. 


The storm seemed to 
have 
a 


grievance against the hotels of the 
city, as the lightning also played 
many pranks at the Arlington and 
several panes of glass in the front 
windows were shattered by the hail- 
stones. 


Carey 
Nolder, 
postmaster 
at 


Friendship, was driving to the city 
when the storm was on. Just as he 
had crossed the Scioto river bi idge 
and was turning up Second street his 
horse frightened and ran away. His 
hat parted company with nim, going 
on the waves of the high wind to the 
Scioto river. He pluckily held to the 
reins and was not injured. His rig 
was almost destroyed. 


The electrical part of the storm 


seemed to center in the vicinity of 
the Grand opera house and came very 
near ending the life of Mrs. C. West- 
phal, who lives iti the house that 
stands in the rear of Fritz Dill's bar- 
ber shop. Mrs. Westphal was sitting 
on ttie front porch watching the 
storm, when a blinding flash came, 
knocking her over. Assistance came 
to her at once. She was found to be 
unconscious.,. Dr. P. J. Kline was 
summoned and rendered medical aid.

Cape Haitien, Haiti, June 9.—A great 


battle in which the Americans swept 
everything by storm has taken place 
at Calmanera, ia the bay of Guan- 
taaamo. 


At 5:30 Tuesday morning five ships 


of the American squadron opened a 
heavy bombardment of the fortifica- 
tions of the town. 


There was a perfect hail of bombs in 


the bay, striking and demolishing 
many houses beyond the fortifications. 


On the Spanish aide the artillery re- 


plied vigorously, maintaining for some 
time a stout resistance. 


The fire from the warships, however/, 


never Blackened for an instant. 


It was regular and carefully directed, 


and a groat 
majority of the shots 


proved effective. 


The Spar'.ards were forced to aban- 


don their positions on tae shore and 
retreat • to 
the town of Calmanera 


proper. 


It is supposed that later they fled 


from that position also with the inhab- 
itants. 


Information has reached here that 


the Spanish atSantiago and Caimanera 
are preparing for a final desperate 
struggle, and are determined to resist 
the assaults of the Americans to the 
last extremity. 


The comms-nder of the district Issued 


orders to burn Calmanera before yield- 
ing it into the bands of the Americans. 


The latter forced the entrance of the 


bay of Guantanamo, and, according to 
the latest advices from Caimanera, it 
was feared that the Americans would 
make an effort to land. 


Measures to prevent this, if possible, 


have been taken by the Spanish'. The 
American fleet was .still maintaining 
Its position. 


Cable communication with Cuba, 


which had been interrupted for many 
hours, was partially restored Wednes- 
day afternoon, but it is still difficult 
and precariou3. 
The report of the 


horabardment at Caimanera came by. 
cable. 


The bombardment destroyed a little 


house whieu sheltered the shore con- 
uection of tbe French cable at Caima- 
nera, though whether by the explosion 
of bombs from the water or by explo- 
sives used by a party sent for that pur- 
pose ia not known. 


The cables uniting the main cable 


with the office at Caimanera and the 
town of Caimnera with Santiago were 
cut thus accounting for the prolonged 
absence of intelligence here as to oper- 
ations in that vicinity. 


It is also believed that the cable at 


Santiago is cut, as no direct news from 
Santiago has yet been received at Cape 
Haitien since Monday at midnight.
